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Five years ago, players had to scribble and scramble to make entry 
deadlines for tennis tournaments. 

Now, a computer can do it all without any unforced errors as tennis 
leaps into the electronic age. 

The Colorado Tennis Association has introduced Touch Tone Tennis, a 
computer system for leagues and tournaments where players can register by 
phone. 

Touch Tone Tennis was developed by the Intermountain Tennis Association 
and the CTA went fully on line in January. 

"You can call on the phone and register for any of the sanctioned 
tournaments held in that state that are participating in the system, which 
is about 60% of all the tournaments," CTA media coordinator Lee Hart said. 
"You have to use the system to register for any of the leagues which we 
(CTA) run. We're the first ones in the country to have it. There are other 
sections of the United States Tennis Association that are interested in 
buying it from us." 

Players call Touch Tone Tennis {755-0455 or' 1-800-57 4-8782) and punch in 
their USTA membership number. The computer verifies the caller's National 
Tennis Rating Program rating. If a player is not rated, the computer will 
flag the entry and suggest the caller obtain one. Callers pay for their 
tournament or league registrations by using a Visa or MasterCard. A 
confirmation number is then given to the player to verify registration. 

Any time during the call, a player can be connected directly to a CTA 
staff member or leave a message and request a return call. 

"For tournaments it's really great," Hart said. "Most of our people 
spend a lot of time driving across town at the last minute to get their 
registrations in and now they can just pick up the phone. We piloted one 
tournament and- league -registration last fall. From there we made some 
corrections and adjustments. When we piloted a league, ' we chose a senior 
league for players 50 and older. We wanted to see how it went and they were 
tickled. We sold it the right way to even the older folks who you might 
expect to be a little reluctcant to use that type of technology. 

"We just finished our first league registration with the completed 
version of Touch Tone Tennis. It went real smoothly with the exception of 
some human errors by the callers, like forgetting to press the star 
button. " 

Touch Tone Tennis has also helped tournament directors. Touch Tone 
Tennis has a bridge program which directly interfaces with TMS draw 
software. The computer will make tournament draws and can schedule times 
and courts for matches. 

"The key result is the computer saves a lot of paper work, " said 
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Colorado State tennis coach Jon Messick, a CTA board member who directs the 
CSU Open each August in Fort Collins. "A tournament director can spend more 
time promoting the tournament, getting sponsors and servicing the players. 
I compare it to a microwave. Before I got one, I figured I didn't need one. 
Now, I. don't know what I 'jd do witl^ojjt it." 

Three players who met on a USTA League team - Ed Allburn, Dave Eaton and 
Steve Campbell - are piloting a bulletin board system to make it easier to 
obtain tennis information. 

Tennis BBS currently is free for users who call 680-7656 to access the 
bulletin board system. Allburn is working with several Denver area tennis 
clubs to provide computers so members can dial Tennis BBS. 

"We're bringing tennis to the information super highway," Allburn said. 
"Anybody with any comptuer and a modem can dial us. In general, it's a very 
thorough information center on anything that deals with tennis especially 
in Colorado . . . whether it's special events that are going on, TV 
listings on what tournaments are on TV and what channels they are "on or 
information on tournaments, leagues and local news."

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IN CASE YOU MISSED THE RE-cent Dayton Daily News -Montgomery County Open 
Tennis Tournament, there is an easy way to get information on every player 
and score in every division. 

Log onto www.tennisinformation.com and not only will you find the draw 
sheets for the July 15-23 County, but the Montgomery County Jr. Open (July 
7-9) and the recently completed Midwest Girls 1 16s in Springfield (July 
23-28) as well as about 400 tournaments nationwide. 

"We started this as a grass-roots Web site, " said Doug Wrege, who along 
with wife Julie and son Shannon founded Serius Software a few years ago 
mainly to help Julie operate the various tournaments she runs. 

Serius developed the Tournament Management System (TMS) that will make 
up draw sheets in minutes and even schedule playing times - including the 
ability to schedule players 'in multiple events. 

Originally, Serius charged individual customers for their services, but 
the USTA bought in as a service for member clubs - anyone with a USTA 
membership can use the software and post any tournament, from a national 
event to a club outing, for free. 

"It's unique," Wrege said. "We built the software and added an easy way 
to be able to publish stuff to the Web. All you have to do is have an 
active Internet connection. We have a Web site that's pretty huge. We have 
millions of match results and thousands of rankings. 

"The Web site changes daily- even hourly - if the tournament directors 
get their results in. We serve about 5 million pages a month." 

Wrege, who lives in Marietta, Ga . , outside of Atlanta, used to work in 
government (computer) contracting until the Atlanta office was closed and 
he was asked to move to Minnesota. 

Declining, he began fiddling around with tennis software less than a 
decade ago. 

He . also has software fQr_ the smaller racquetball and squash 
establishment . 

In addition to the USTA contract, Serius has only recently hired a 
marketing person to sell advertising on the site. 

Sandy Thurman, who- ran the County, used TMS to make his draw sheets and 
with the help of Charlie Painter, posted the results daily on the web. 

Painter had earlier used the TMS to make his draw sheets for junior 
tournaments. 

"I used to spend an hour and a half on three or four nights typing in 
tournament entries," Painter said. 

"With TMS, I can enter a tournament in about 40 minutes. It makes things 
so much easier . " 
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Thurman said he will post the results of the Sept. 2-4 Michelob 
Tournament on the Web when it is played, and next summer will post not only 
the County and Michelob, but the YMCA Open, too. 

Thurman is also considering the ramifications of making those 
tournaments USTA-sanctioned; 

"Most of the people who play in them now are USTA members, but. some are 
not," Thurman said. "If we make them sanctioned tournaments, some people 
will not join the USTA to play, but we 1 11 get others from a bigger area who 
want to play in "a sanctioned event." 

USTA memberships are $13 for juniors, $25 for adults and $40 for 
families. There are also reduced rates for multiple years. 

Another benefit of becoming a sanctioned event would be the ability to 
use Touch Tone Tennis to enter tournaments, eliminating the need for entry 
blanks . 

Using Touch Tone, a player would only have to make a telephone call and 
enter any tournament through a touch tone process.
